Each of the lettered items should appear in upper case, without underlining or 
bold type, as a section heading. If no text follows the section heading, the phrase "Not Applicable" should 
follow the section heading:

(b) CROSS-REFERENCE TO RELATED APPLICATIONS. 

(c) STATEMENT REGARDING FEDERALLY SPONSORED RESEARCH OR DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) THE NAMES OF THE PARTIES TO A JOINT RESEARCH AGREEMENT 

(e) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A COMPACT DISC 

(See 37 CFR 1 .52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer program listings (37 CFR 1 .96(c)), 
"Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), and tables having more than 50 pages of text are

Several headings are missing from the specification. 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly indicative of the 
invention to which the claims are directed. It should be brief but technically accurate and descriptive, 
preferably from two to seven words. See 37 CFR 1 .72(a). 



3. The Abstract of the Disclosure is objected to because "means", throughout the abstract, must be 
deleted. The abstract further appears to be too long. 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format of an Abstract of the Disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a separate 
sheet within the range of 50 to 250 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 250 words in length 
since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form 
and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said", should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether there is a need 
for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the title. It 

should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," "The disclosure 

defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 



4. The drawings are objected to because the blank rectangular boxes and/or merely numbered 
boxes of figure 1, must be labeled. Conventional features disclosed in the description and claims, where 
their detailed illustration is not essential for a proper understanding of the invention, should be illustrated 
in the form of a graphical drawing symbol or a labeled representation (e.g., a labeled rectangular box), 
see 37 CFR 1.83(a). It is further pointed out that merely numbering the boxes is not considered an 
appropriate label. This allows identification of the drawing element without consulting the text of the 
specification. Correction is required. 
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5. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite in that it fails to 
point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. This claim is an omnibus type claim. 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 7,9,1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kaneko et al 
(4,044,860). 

Kaneko et al teaches in figures 1-18, an elevator traffic demand detector. 

An elevator car CG with a camera detector ITV2 cooperates (linked) with a camera ITV1,mat MS 

and ultrasonic detectors T,R to determine the traffic in the car and at each floor by which the 

traffic demand and assignments are controlled. 

Figures 4,6,9-18 illustrate the multiplexing of the signals. 

8. Claims 8,10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

The camera/scanning through a reflective/refractive component is not shown or reasonable 
suggested by the cited art of record. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 
Kornbrekke et al., Suzuki et aL, Tyni, Landert, Izard et al and the foreign references are cited to illustrate 
similar traffic/crime monitoring systems for elevator assignment control..
